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we learn to see the whole truth of life and eternity more 
directly. Whatever is humbled and grieved in this world, 

is exalted and glorified in God's world. When pain becomes the 
King, whoever suffers pain learns to rule in a broader and 
more definitive world. For this reason St Maximus the Con- 


fessor sala that “all phaenomena are in need of the cross", 


Now, "what is outwardly visible" exists only in the 
present life. . Future life has only “inwardly understood" 
things, and more nrecisely lived “experiences".. For there 


we shall see God “as He is" (I John 3,2). 


But until we reach this "eternal Sabbath" of future 
life, we must keep our senses awake within the spiritual 
climate of Great Saturday, where all is still frightened 
by death, while the dawn and certitude of the Resurrection 
has already dawnecd, In the present life we have no other 
consolation and certitude than the trust of God in all His 
promises. And one of the most radical of these promises is 
that "Se wno raisec tne Lord Jesus ‘will also raise us through 


Jesus" (2. Cor. 4:14}. 


To Him ve the glory and the power forever, Amen.
